H F manner of it was thus, They had taken up a 

B vreſolution to Celebrate this Pageant a week, or a 
fortnight befere to which all generally conſented. In order 
w/e rero they employed a Carver who erefted them a Wood 
en Holyneſs or a Pope in Efigy with Cloaths, I ripple 
Crown, Keys and other neceſſary habiliments, for which 
there was a general Colleion amongſt the Students. All 
things being in readineſs on Thurſday night, they ac- 
quainted ſome others with it, by which the rumor came to 
the Provoits Ears, who was ſo enraged that he ſent 
for the Primer and Regents, Commanding them to or- 
dr the Students to deſiſt from their enterprize with 
menaces, that if they would not he would make it a bloody 
Chriitmas to ſome of them. 

After which he went down to the Abby, to acquaint 
the Duke and Chancellor with it. ' The former was 
much moved, and the latter ſwore a great Oath that if 
they undertook, it he would order fix hundred of Lith- 
GoWws Regiment to be brought within the Town. (Which 
is an infringment of the Legal Priviledges of the C ity ) 
lo Cut down all Students where ever they ſaw above four 
or five aſſembled together. Order alſo was given that 
the Guards ſhould be doubled. 

But the Students , not being at all diſmayed, went 
mm wit) an intire reſolution to accompliſh the projeA in 
purſuance of which they would live or die together. Ber 
iny encouraged by Merchants and Tradeſmen, who by this 
time were acquainted with their purpoſe, and came and 
ojered their aſſiſtance, yea moſt of the Town, excepting the 
Maviſtrates, reſolved if Lithgows men were brought in

they would Lay out tbe Blew Blanket tag. jeldome Faid on: 
and taken in without Blosd-ſhed. 

The day being come, they all as well Students as Ap- 
prentices with others convened in the Morning, and at nine 
a Clock (the Soldiers not being as yet brought in), the 
Lads took their opportunity and carried the Pageant t6 
the High-ſtreet , ( the Duke being then in the Council- 
houſe) and immediatly ſet fire to it, ſhouting no Pope, no 
Pope. Every old Wife thought her ſelf happy that could 
get a ſlroke at it, and made as great a noiſe as any, Cur- 
ſing the Pope and bleſſing the Students, but they werent 
well ſeparated till General Dalicl with Luhgows men 
came rageing through the ſtreets like Lions, but they 
being but one Company , they were not regarded.

From another Friend at Edenbrough, giv= 
ing an Account of the ſame.

SIR), 


THis Night I intend you only the Diverſion of our 
Chriſtmas ; {ome days ſince the Boyes of the Cv/- 
ledge rook a conceipt to Burn the Tipe, and Ant.- 
chriſt, on this day, as moſt p» oper for it. 

They ordered the Pope and his Formalities, ro be pre- 
pared in good Faſhion, with his Mitre, Crofter, Paitoral 
Staff, and Robes ; bur the thing taking Air, is broughr 
ro my Lord Chancellor's Ears, who judging rightly how 
neceſlary it was at this Time, to prevent the beginnings 
of ſuch Inſolencies, ſent for the Magiſtrates, and enjoyn- 
ed them very ftri&tly, to be careful ro hinder it; The 
Magiſtrates called the Principal, and Regents ; and after ſe- 
vere Intimations to the Boyes , the Principal cauies a 
Bond to be tendred ro them, whereby, co::fidering of 
what dangerous conſequence it might be to Barn the 
Pope in Effigie, they were to bind neither to do it this 
day, nor hereafter : Some Bearnes took it, but the reſt 
of the Claſſis inſolently retuled it; and 1 the thing 
coming to be more apprehended, I am told, that fome 
Of

of the Comncil met Yeſterday for the Preventing of it, and 
the Principal Offers of the Forces were in Arms moſt part 
ot the Niohe, that they brought the Companies from 
Leith, and gx aheved all the Forces about, to the Cannogate, 
without beatin o of Drums, that our Magiſtrates were up 
all Night ; the Pro woſe 19 the Court of Guard, and the 
Baiiffs at the Ports, and this Morning carly the Gray 
Coats, the. Town-Guards, wear to the Colleds ec, and lome 
orher Houles, conducted by the Town-Mayrr, and leized 
leveral Scholars judgcd ro be moſt active, in their Beds, 
and commitcd hem © the Canogate Telbooth , where 
they f(till Ie; two or three of them are Engliſh Boyes, 
Lut | hey lay innocently lulpeCted ; one of them 1s ſaid 
tO be ONE Gray: Son to Sir Phil. Gray. A little after Day 
the Magiſtrates fent the Town-Guards again to the Colledge, 
tO prevent any Rendezyouſe there, but the Boyes in the 
mean time met in a place called the Hyizh-School-Yard; and 
having ordered the Pope, and taken the beſt Opportunity, 
they bring the Pope up Black-Fryers---to the Figh Streer, 
juſt abour the i ime that a Bailiff ordered by the Magi: 
PP ates was come thar length dilcharging tumultuous 
Mectings, and commanding our Train-Bands to be in 
TINS 1 by cbs the Boyes took the Paper from the Officer; and 
b vic read a ſhort Acculation againſt His Holineſs, they 
{ct Fire to him with Links, having ordered a Train with- 
inlun. About the lame Time General Daliel getting the 
Alarm, for which he was in readinels, {ends in a Squadron 
of His Majeſtics Horſe-Guard, candudied by the Lord L---. 
vith Kettle-Drums, the Kings Standard, and Swords drawn, 
by the Cow-zate Port, who rid in great haſte to the Graſs: 
Market ; and che.General himlelf, with other Companies, 
follow ds with no leſs haſte the ſame way ; the Com- 
panies being followed with three Men carrying Ball, 
Match and Powder ; and by the Nether-Bow-Port enters the 
F. of Marr, about the {ame Time with two Compantes 
drawn uP in one ; and before he came the length, the E.

of Linlithoow paſſing by where the Pope was firſt fired, draws 
his Sword, and drives off the Boyes, though they were rude 
enough ; and coming to the Burnmg Pope, he turned him 
over, "and cauſed his Men to draw him under the weynd 
head ; but they fearing Powder in the Pope's Belly, left 
him ; and the Lads beat the Pope with Sticks until the 
Powder took fire, and blew oft his head , and then the 
cook the Head ind Chair, and haled him through all the 
Streets to the Weigh-houſe : The E. of Mary marching 
taſt afrer them with his two Companies ; but the Chair 
being then broke, the Boyes icartered, only they tofled 
the Head a while, and the E. of Marr reurned as he went 
up, and the General came from the Graſs-Market down the 
High-Street, and the Kmg's Guard in the ſame poſture as 
hey came in. We have allo had good Guards to day, to 
ſuppreſs the remains of the diſorder,our Train-Bands came 
not together, yet I muſt aſſure you, that in all this buſi- 
neſs there were none but Boyes only. You may ſee how 
caretul we are to prevent the Extr. avagancies that abound 
with you, for otherwiſe all the world knows what Tr0- 
teſtants we are : You need not doubt bur this Shew would 
eather concourle enough, and the People cryed, No Pope, 
No Pope, and made {port enough of the whole. This 
Account I hope will help you to pals your Chriſimas the 
more merrily.

| Hope you have recaved my laſt of the 252h. 
I | of the Jaſt Month, in which I gave you an ac- 
count of the conceipt the Boys of the Colledoe 
took to burn the Pope, x Antichriſt, on Chriflmas 
day laſt. I gave you alſo an account of the cn- 
deavours uſed by the Lord Chancellor the Princi- 
pal and Regents , and other of the Magiſtrates, for 
the preventing of 1t, and of the1ll cftect of thoſe 
endeavours ;. the Bearns notwithſtanding carrying 
on their enterprize in defpight of the oppoſition 
they met with from the E. of Marr. General Dalie! 
and other Sozldters. 

Since when our Provofts houſe hath been burnt, 
whither occaſion'd by malicious men, or done ac- 
adently I know not, tho 1t be faid that he was 
threatned with the burning of his houſe at Prieft- 
feld, and with other injunies, it hath alſo been made 
out that fire-balls were thrown. into it, and that a 
Barrel of Powder was found in that part of the 
houſe that was unburnt ; | | 

And yeſterday was publiſhed here a Proclama- 
tion, That whereas the Lords of the Council were 
informed that ſeveral difloyal and malicious Per- 
ſons, frequenting. Edenborowgh, had- inſtigated the 
Students of the Colledge to enter into Bonds and 
Combinations ; and to convocate 1n Tumults, there 
was order taken. for the Securme' of our Peace, 
and 1t being made appear that the Students did 
enter into- Bonds and' Combinations, in which they 
ad oblige. themfelyes, among other thungs; con-'

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trary to the Laws of this Kingdom, to auliicre to one 

another, if they werecalled 1n queſtion for it, and 

11 confidence of that Seditious Combination did on 

the:28; of December Haſt,in a Tumulcuary way,aſlaul:

felves with Apprentices, and put up blew Ribbons as 

tigns and COgniZances to aificr themſclves from © 

chers,and for convocatingthenffelyes; for which be. 

ing juitly reproved,they did ſome daycs aftcrrun yp" 
and down the Streets in Tumults, diſquicting the Ne- 

bility and Gentry of both Scxcs, and threatning the 

Provoſt as above, &c. Whercupon the Lords of th- 

Council by an AA ordered the Gates of the Schools of 
that Co/ledge to be ſhut up,till they ſhould be fully in 

formed of the Root and Progrels of theſe diforder:, 

and farisfied by the puniſhment and fubmiſſion of the 

Offenders. Therefore to prevent any turther Seditious 

Tumults, and diforders trom theſe Students, they arc 

all commanded to retire 15 mules at leaſt from this 

City, within twenty four hours after publication of 
this Proclamation, and not to come within our limits 
without leave of the Privy Council, under the pain of 
being puniſhed as Seditious Perſons, and Contemners 
of the Kings Authority, and their Parents, Tutors, and 
allothersare forbid to reflet or entertain them with- 
out giving caution to the Clerks of rhe Council for 
their good behaviour. 

What our thoughts hereof arc I leave you to 
judge. The Duke 1s (1l] with us, but theres a talk of 
his removing higher up into the Country towards 
Glaſgow. At your leaſure I ſhall be glad to be infor- 
med what your thoughts in Rakns ws of theſe pro- 
ccedings: As any thing elſe oft moment occurs you
